Reference 450 MHz FCC frequency restriction. Headquarters Air Force 
inquiry into FCC memo 82-302 revealed an error in publishing which caused 
confusion in relation to 50-watt, 100-mile radius limitation to amateur users 
of the 420 to 450 MHz band in the Anchorage area. Protective zone designated 
by the coordinates 64° 17' North, 121° 26' West are located at Clear, Alaska. 
This is the zone which FCC 82-302 was intended to protect. Therefore, the 
coordinates are correct as published but will be redesignated as "Clear, 
Alaska" instead of "Elmendorf AFB. Alaska" in a forthcoming FCC publication.

A couple of lines come to mind in writing this article: "The third time's 
a charm", and "What else can happen today". ‘Tis the 18th of September 1982, 
it's flea market weekend, and there is the "Walk for Critters" communications 
going on on 34/94.

The action was shifted between ''52" 
and the AARC UHF repeater. Things were getting a bit hectic as darkness set in. 
The Security Police had, by this time, brought in additional radios and flash- 
lights to continue the search. ARES still seemed to provide most of the com- 
munications for the search teams. 

As luck would have it, darkness did not win the day. Brian McClure was 
found wet and cold at Green Lake on the back side of the base (it's really 
amazing how far a three-year-old can get). The search came to an end about 
6:45 PM with 1000 searchers and 10 hams going home to get dried off. 

Thanks to the following who were directly involved in the search: KL7SJ, 
KA@LNG, NL7A, KL7IKX, KL7IMD, AL7CJ, KL7RQ, WB7SFO, WB5MYU, and AL7DL. There 
is also special thanks to those who for one reason or another (like the gate 
guard turning people away) could not make it to the search site before the 
search was concluded, and to those who stood by to give what help they could 
from home (KL7JKW and KL7LA) and to those who volunteered equipment for the 
search. To everyone, thanks for a job well done! 

There are a couple of interesting sidelights to the story. Frank, AL7CJ 
had bought his TR-2400 from Al, AL7C at the flea market earlier in the day. 
Had that not occurred, Frank would not have been there to help and provide 
his camper to the base authorities for shelter. Doug, KL7IKX and his XYL 
had planned to go out for a belated 13th anniversary dinner but put it off 
because "we couldn't really enjoy ourselves knowing that a child was lost". 
HAPPY ANNIVERSARY TO YOU BOTH. 

I have some thoughts on the search in the area of equipment and organi- 
zation, but I will cover that in a later article.

Board Members: 


The Audit Committee consisting of Art Chase; KL7FS, Rodney Maney; KL7SA and 
Act Taylor; KL7SK met as a group on August 4, 1982 to inspect and/or audit the 
records of the Secretary, the Membership Chairperson and the Treasurer, aS 
required according to the By-laws. Prior to this meeting these records were 
inspected individually by each member of the Audit Committee. ‘This meeting 
resulted in a suggested draft letter of findings, conclusions and 
recommendations. 


The Audit Committee met again on August 11, 1982 and this report to the Board 
of Directors was finalized. The Following are our findings and conclusions: 


A. Secretary and Membership Chairperson Records: The recommendations made 
last audit have m incorporated and the records of both officials are 
well organized and in good order. . 


B. Treasurer Records: Basically the accounts are kept in accordance with 
generally accepted accounting principles; however, it must be noted that 
recommendations made by prior Audit Committees have thus far not been 
implemented. Further line by line examination of journal entries and 
matching receipts revealed that journal entries and source documents do 
not support full disclosure as to the expenditures of funds. This is a 
basic requirement and one whose neglect would be reviewed with 
considerable disfavor by an IRS Audit. 


C. General Comments: The Committee is well aware that this report seems 
to Focus on the Financial records of the club; however, let it be noted 
that this is not meant to demean or discredit the efforts of the present 
or prior Treasurers. The point the Committee would like to make is that 
the AARC has in the last few years evolved in size, activity and income 
from what once was a "Shoe. Box" operation to one that rivals many a 
beginning small business. Our system of a volunteer Treasurer each with 
his or her own idea of financial record-l:eeping has not kept pace with 
this evolution. The recommendations of ‘he Committee are intended not 
only to aid the present Treasurer but to result in a set of records with 
appropriate established guidelines for maintenance that are accurate, 
concise and contain a level of continuity that would satisfy a formal IRS 
Audit. 


D. Recommendations: 


1. No further action as to the maintenance of the records of the 
Secretary and Membership Chairperson is recommended by the Committee. 


2. A formal closing of the books as of December 3lst. each year must be 
made. 


3. The records do not show a reconciliation of Assets and Liabilities. 
It is recommended that a formal close-out be made as of June 30 and any 
imbalance of the resulting balance sheet be corrected by a Journal try, 


approved by the Board, recognizing either income or loss to bring Assets 
and Liabilities into balance. 


4. It is further recommended that a professional bookkeeper be hired by 
the club to set up a formal set of books as of July 1, 1982 and the 
procedures used, be established as the SOP for each succeeding Treasurer. 
he December 3lst. Closing of the Books should also be accomplished by a 
professional bookkeeper as should the Income Tax Statement. A formal 
audit should also be made at this time and any suggestions deemed 
necessary as to procedures used in accounts maintenance would be made. 
This service could be classified and paid as an annual legal fee and would 
relieve the Treasurer of a task for which he/she may not be prepared. It 
is also believed this step will make it easier to find a club member who 
is willing to run for the office of Treasurer. An (adhoc) Audit Committee 
should continue to inspect the records prior to the Change of Offices each 
year; resulting in a semi-annual audit (one formal and one informal). 


5. It is suggested that the Club consider (if not a Club House) an 
: office, or a filing cabinet at one location, where all records of the Club 
would officially be kept. 


The above recommendations by the Audit Committee are goals to which we all 
should aspire and they will ultimately be of great benefit to the club.
